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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the Invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b). by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, 
except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for 
purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application 
designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 22-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Alexander et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,798,767). 

Alexander et al (Alexander) discloses a telephony system comprising: 
a first switch (Central Office 62a in FIG 1) to perform time division switching of 
signals; 

a second switch (LAN 20a in FIG. 1) to switch packets from a source to a 
destination (the LAN has switch function, col. 2, line 65-col. 3, line 26); 

a gateway (52 in FIG. 1) to convert signals to packets and forward the packets to 
the second switch, and convert packets from the second switch to signals and fon/vard 
the signals to the first switch (col. 5, lines 26-51); and 

a control unit to control the first switch, the second switch, and the gateway via a 
control bus. 

3. Claims 23-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Takahashi (U.S. Patent No. 6,754.328). 
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Regarding claims 23 and 24. Takahashi discloses a device (PBX 100-1 in FIG. 
12) comprising: 

a time-division switch (110-1 in FIG. 12) to process voice calls to and from a first 
type (analog type) of telephone set; (104-21 in FIG. 12) 

an Internet Protocol (IP) switch (1 13-1) to process voice calls to and 
from a second type( LAN type. col. 2. lines 50-51) of telephone set (106-11 in FIG. 12); 

a gateway circuit (109-1 in FIG. 12) to convert signals between the first type of 
telephone set and the second type of telephone set; and 

a central control unit (112-1 and 120-1) connected to the time-division switch, the 
IP switch, and the gateway circuit via a control bus (111 in FIG. 12) and being to 
manage the time-division switch, the IP switch, and the gateway circuit to allow for voice 
communications between the first type of telephone set and the second type of 
telephone set (col. 1, line 28-col. 2, line 40). 

Regarding claim 25. Takahashi further discloses that the central 
control unit is to lookup an address of a destination second type of telephone set (col. 3, 
lines 7-40). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-12 and 14-21 are allowed. 
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Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 22-25 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
